1 SAY UNTO YOU, THAT LIKEWISE JOY SHALL BE IN 
HEAVEN OVER ONE SINNER THAT REPENTETH, MORE 


THAN OVER NINETY AND NINE JUST PERSONS, WHICH 
NEED NO REPENTANCE. 


HICH reed no repentance ! and can that be the caſs of 
any ? Is there among the ſons of men one ſo perfe&, 
that he can preſume to approve himſe!f upon his own merits to- 


that God, whoſe eyes are too pure to behold iniquity ? Search into 
| the records of paſt times; examine the characters of the ſaints, 


and patriarchs ; conſider the ſtory of thoſe who have diſtinguiſhed 
themſelves as the moſt eminent ſervants of God, who have ſub- 
mitted to perſecution, to torture, and to death ; was there one 
in that illuſtrious catalogue ſo totally exempt from human in- 
firmities, that no danger could ever deter, no temptation ſeduce 
him from his duty? He, who &new what 7s.in man, pronounced, 
that, when we have done all, we are but unprofitable ſervants ; and 


that thro his merits alone, the nk, as well as the wicked: 
muſt hope for ſalvation. 


a 
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This expreſſion therefore of our Saviour muſt be underſtood. in 


a qualified ſenſe, not importing that any are fo guiltleſs, as to 
make a pious humiliation on account of their fins an unneceſlary, 
or ſuperfluous duty, but that a more general repentance; and 
more compleat reformation of manners is required in ſome, than 
in others, in proportion both to the number, and quality of their 
offences, The ju/# men in the latter part of the verſe are op- 
poſed to the ſinner in the former, in. compariſon of whom, tho 
not abſolutely, they may properly be fad, to need 70 repentance. 


But 1 is it true, that the aolaifies of that God, who exaQts from 
us an uniform obedience to his laws, expreſs more ſatisfation at 
the reformation of an. individual, who has continued for ſeveral 
years in the breach of every moral and religious duty, than at the 
uninterrupted perſeverance, as far as human infirmities permit, 
of ninety and nine juſt perſons in the cauſe of virtue ? Shall the 


_ one be uſher'd into that bleſſed ſociety with hymns of triumph. 


and congratulation, while the others are only admitted with a 
calm, and paſſive indifference ? This neither was, nor could be, 
the. meaning of our Lord. It could not be, becauſe though he 
frequently hols out the greateſt encouragement to repentance, 


'yet no where does he infinuate that the reward of the penitent 
ſhall be more glorious than of thoſe who have never fallen. It- 


was not, becauſe the ſenſe of the paſlage leads us to a contrary 


concluſion, For neither did the woman, who rejoyced at having. 


found her piece of filver, ſet a higher value on that piece than on 
all her ſtores; nor did he, who called together nis neighbours 
on the recovery of his loſt ſheep, prize that ſheep more than his 
whole flock. There is no mark of preference in either of theſe 
inſtances, but only of joy at the unexpected recovery of what had 
been confider'd as entirely loſt, We daily ſee, and feel this kind

of fatisfation, Whatever is valuable, whatever is dear to us, 
the nearer we were to the loſs of it, the more it riſes in our 
eſteem, and increaſes in our affeftion. The mother of a numerous 
offspring, all of whom ſhe-loves with an equal degree of tender- 
neſs, feels greater exultation at-the recovery of any one of them. 
from a dangerous ſickneſs, than ſhe does at the. habitual. health. 
of all the reſt; and is almoſt perſuaded that the child, fron. 
which ſhe dreaded an everlaſting ſeparation, has the greateſt. 
intereſt in her affeQons ; till an unexpected. calamity befals ſome 
of the reſt, and the renewal of her bitter afliftion teaches her, . 


that they are all her children alike.. In. the fame manner, the 


Joy of the bleſſed inhabitants of heaven upon the reformation of. 


even one, whom they had before confidered as loſt, . is juſtly re- 


preſented as more rapturous, than. the calm, and ſerene ſatisfac- 
tion, which they conſtantly receive from the uninterrupted virtues. 


of thoſe, for whom they never had any cauſe to be particularly. 
apprehenſive. 


That the will of our father may be done on earth, even'as 1t is. 
7n heaven ; that we may co-operate with his. celeſtial miniſters in* 
promoting the honour of God,. and the happineſs of man ; that. 


we may in ſome; meafure' reſemble their nature, and qualify 


ourſelves to be partakers of their ſociety ;. we muſt aſpire, as far 
as we are- able; to an imitation of them ; we. muſt refine our 
paſſions ; we muſt ſpiritualize our affeftions ; we muſt grieve, . 
where tve may reaſonably ſuppoſe, that they grieve; and rejoice,, 
where we know that they. rejoice. Now the higheſt joy, which 
they are capable of receiving from any thing relative to this lower. 
world is, -from the reformation of. aſinner ; this-thereſore ſhould. 


' inſpire the higheſt Joy into us allo :. the greateſt concern which | 
_ they can. feel, ariſes trom the horrour. and pity, with. which they 


behold. 
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behold the hard-hearted impenitent ; this therefore ſhould pene- 
trate our ſouls alſo with the moſt ſincere and lively forrow : and 
if. this were once the caſe, it ſeems but natural, that we ſhould 


uſe our utmoſt endeavours to reclaim thoſe, in whoſe welfare © our 
paſſions were ſo 6 ſrongly engaged. 


Indifferent a as men ſeem to the intereſts, FP collins to the "WY 


ings of each other, few, I truſt, would be found ſo inhuman, as 
not to exert their moſt active endeavours to reſcue an unhappy 1 ſuf- 
ferer from the torture of pain, or. the bitterneſs of affliction, And 
though many are ſo immerſed in buſineſs, or difipated by pleaſure, 
that they do not allow themſelves leiſure to examine the general 
ſtate of human miſery ; though they paſs by the houſesof a thouſand 


mourners with a heart of gaicty,and an eye of i inattention ; yet, leta 


taleof particulardiftreſsbe related to them; let theobje&tbe brought 


ſo near, as to ſtrike forcibly on the ſenſes ; they feel at once the 
ſweet thrilling of organs perteQly in tune, and thus ſympathizing 


, with the unfortunate, ſoon become eager to alleviate their cala- 
 mities. The very reflection that ourſelves are expoſed to the 


ſame diſaſters in which they are already involved, awakens the . 


moſt ſluggiſh minds to attention; while they, whoſe ſenſations 
are more exquiſite, are hurried away at once into commileration 
and benevolence, without waiting for the flow, and tedious effects 
which the operations of ſelf-loye produce on the ſocial paſſions, 


But if men are ſo ative in promoting the temporal welfare of 
each other, whence can ariſe that indifference, that -ſupineneſs, 
with regard to their eternal happineſs ? Shall we be even officious 
in adviſing our friends to avoid thoſe things, which we imagine 
will endanger their health, and yet tamely ſit down, and fee them 
purſue thoſe objefts, which we know will endanger their falva- 


tion? That this is the caſe, daily experience proyes ; and the 
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Feſt men amongſt us, ſatisfied with doing their duty in their 
own particular ſphere of ation, are 1{cldom zealous enough, or 
hardy enough, «o interrupt others in the career of their vices, 


and follies. The truth is, men are ſo prepoſterouſly jealous, that 


they are apt to confider any advice with regard to the conduct of 


their lives, and manners, as an. injury to. their. honour, or an. 
inſult on their underftanding.. The wiſhes of a pious chriſtian 


are ridiculed, as the effuſions of an intemperate. zeal ; eyen the 


ſuggeſtions of a friend, or. the warnings of a relation, are re- - 
ceived as rude and officious impertinence. Impatience of advice. 
'on one hand naturally creates a reluctance at offering it on the 
other ; and hence it ariſes, that in order to avoid the imputation - 
of orimace, formality,. or at beſt an ignorance of common pro- ; 
priety, men. are fatisfied with condemning' in. filence, what they 


deſpair of reforming by argument, or by example. . 


However, if we are not-ſo active as we ſhould be in promoting. 


a reformation of manners, we ought to take the utmoſt care not 


to do any thing, that may obſtruft it, If we are too negligent, . 
_ or too timorous,. to recall finners from their wickednefs, let us 
at leaſt be too virtuous, . to encourage them to-a perſeverance in 
it: Strange as it may appear, there are many perſons, and ſome . 
of them not conſidered as particularly irreligious, who are con- 
tinually guilty of it... 


The firſt are they. who make a_ mock 'at fin ; who treat the. 
vices of their friends as matter of ſport and merriment ; and ſo - 


urge them to a continuance in their exceſſes. Inſtead of .being 


concerned for their ſafety, and alarmed at their danger, they 
mention their fins as ludicrouſly, as if they were of no conſe- 
quence, At the gayety of a banquet, amidſt mirth and laughter, .

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where every thing conſpires to animate the ſpirits, the virtue 
even of good men is ſometimes too apt to relax : and as many, 
ſo far from endeavouring to conceal their follies, are apt to in- 
troduce the hiſtory of them with a prepoſterous kind of vanity, 
(as if it required ingenuity, or implied merit, to be wicked,) 
they conſider their companion as moroſe, or ill-bred, who does 


not receive them, with a ſmile of acquieſcence at leaſt, if not of 
approbation. 


«< But theſe,” it may be ſaid, * are faults of a venial nature, not 
« ariſing from a depravity of heart, but a warmth of imagination. 
* Crimes of a blacker dye men endeavour to conceal in ſecrecy, 
« and bury in oblivion. 'Tis true, there are vices of ſuch a 
nature, that no man dares to acknowledge himſelf guilty of 
them. But this does not always ariſe from the quality of the 
vice, but from the degree of abhorrence in which it is held by 
mankind. Faſhion can palliate the worſt of crimes ; even thoſe, 
againſt which God hath denounced his ſevereſt vengeance, It 
can make adultery a ſubject of. mirth, and murther of honour, 
And the man, who from ſome ſingularity of temper, refuſes 
to comply with the vitious cuſtoms of the world, is treated 
with as much reproach as if it were- infamy to be virtuous ; 
while he who daily blaſphemes his God, and reviles the Saviour 


of the world, 1s courted and careſled as a man of honour and 
integrity. 


The ſecond fort of men which I ſhall mention, are they, who 
are active in leading others. into temptation, and ſpreading their 
nets for the feet of the unwary. In the-early ſeaſon of life, 
when the paftions yield cafily. to every imprefion, with what 
_ difficulty does the young man, oven fraught with leflons of 


virtue 
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virtue and religion, abſtain from thoſe delights, which have in 
themſelves magic enough' to enchant his ſenſes, and captivate 
his imagination ? But ſhould one hackney'd in the ways of vice, 
a veteran in the ſervice of ſin, become an abettor of his paſſions, 


and throw wide open to his fancy the gates. of pleaſure ; who 
can ſee him undiſciplined in the policy of the world, untutored 
in the ſchool of experience, fall a prey to an artful ſeducer, and 
not ſhed a tear of pity over his diſtreſs ? Theſe men, above all. 


others, are the immediate agents of the prince of darkneſs ; for 


they go about like him ſeeking whom they may devour, and purchaſe: 
the inhuman enjoyment of another's miſery at the extravagant 


expence of their own happineſs. 


But even: among theſe none are-ſo profligate, as they who take 
advantage of the tender diſpoſition of women, and under the maſk 


of pretended affection, firſt betray, and then deſert them. The 
ſplendour of wealth, and magnificence ; the gaiety- of feaſts and 


dancing ; the madneſs of midnight revelry ; every incentive of the - 


paſſions 1s employed in this baſe, and diſhonourable buſineſs ; 

till fated by enjoyment, and reduced by prod:gality, the vile aflaſſin 
of virtue, and of happineſs, leaves her, to whom he ſo often 
vowed an everlaſting love, to the inſults of an unforgiving world, 

to ſickneſs, ſolitude, poverty; and. contempt, 


The third ſort-of-men who obſtruct the reformation of ſinners, 
and- whoſe principles are diametrically oppoſite to this truly bene- 
volent and charitable inſtitution, are they whoſe ſevere, and rigid 
virtue, will not condeſcend to make any allowance for the infir- 
mities of their brethren ; who afte& to believe that ſinners have 
no title to the common offices of humanity ; and inſtead of en- 
deavouring to recover them by meekneſs and complacency, make 


2 merit. 
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a merit of driving thetn' to deſpair. However theſe perſons, may 


value themſelves on their inflexible piety, this is not the ſpirit of 
chriſtianity. For who art thou, O man, who judgeſt another ?- 
Are thy virtues ſuch, as, to ſecure to. thee an everlaſting inheri- 
tance by thine own merit ? Did not Chriſt die for thee alſo? And 


when the everlaſting Son of God condeſfcended to. take our 


nature upon him, and fubmitted'to an ignominious death for thy 


fake ; ſhalt thou preſume'to paſs by a brother with a look of in- 
ſolent ſuperiority, and becauſe his faults are more notorious, 


though not perhaps blacker than thine own, without one attempt, 


without one wiſh for his recovery, conſign him over both to tem- 


.poral and eternal perdition ? 


Some have'been: ſo ſhock'd at the 'very name of a ſinner, that 


they have conkidered 1t as an 11]-placed liberality, nay as an abuſe of 
their ſubſtance, to relieve his diſtreſs, or mitigate his misfortunes. 


Mighty God ! as-if the burthen of fin was not ſufficient for a man 


to bear, without 4he addition of diſeaſe, and poverty alſo ! as if 
it was not enough that thy hand is ſore upon him, but he muſt 
bear {the 1unkindneſs and cruelty of his fellow-creatures too ! 
Our Lord expreſsly declares, that he came not 7o call the righ- 


teous, but ſinners to repentance. The holy Jeſus accordingly fat 
down to meat with publicans and ſinners, that fo he might have 
the better opportunity of reclaiming them : and no one, I ima- 
gine, who calls himſelf a ſervant of Chriſt, will think it beneath 
the dignity of his virtue, to ſubmit to an office, which is recom- 
mended to him by the praGtice and example of his maſter. 


| That practice, that example, it 1s our duty to. follow. Ye, 
therefore, whom a ſpirit of mercy and benevolence hath brought

to this houſe of repentance, remember that the Angels in heaven 


rejoice at the reformation of even one ſinner. It is poſſible in- 
deed that ſome of theſe unhappy obje&s of your kindneſs, 
having only ſought a temporary refuge from diſtreſs, may be 
hardened enough to deſpiſe reproof, and to laugh at admonition : 
it is poſſible, ſuch is the prevalence of evil habit, that ſome of 
them may be ſo. enamoured of vice, as to return again to their 
former follies : it is poſſible that they, who rejoice in iniquity, 
may be pleaſed that your /abour of love hath in ſome inſtances 
been defeated ; and that the libertines and ſcoffers of the age may 
welcome them back to the gates of hell with ſhouts of triumph, 
and applauſe. But let not any of theſe conſiderations ſuſpend 
your compaſſion even for a moment. The authentic records of 
this houſe teſtify, that many of its inhabitants, after having ex- 
prefled a' real contrition for their offences, after having felt 


| their ſouls refreſhed and comforted by the regenerating influence 


of the Holy Spirit, have been received into virtuous, and reputa- 


ble families ; and that many have engaged in the honourable 
connection of marriage with men of honeſt, and ſober converſa- 
tion. We are, therefore, warranted to ſuppoſe, and in many 


inſtances we know it to be true, that they are now aCting the 


part of diligent ſervants, of faithful wives, of affectionate mo- 
thers, and as far as the ſecrets of the heart can be diſcovered by 
external manners, of devout chriſtians. Let not, then, your 


benevolence be check'd, becauſe, perhaps, ſome may abuſe it : 
for to fave but one ſinner from perdition, to reſcue but one ſoul 
from the jaws of deſtruftion, will entitle you to a more noble 
reward, than if you ſhould diſtribute all the temporal bleflings, 


- which the hand of liberality can ſcatter among the indigent, or 
the heart of compaſſion can ſhed over the miſerable, 


Behold 
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Behold then theſe daughters of penitence : they were once fair 
as youth and health could make them ; but riot and intemper- 
ance have blaſted their beauty : They were once virtuous and 


ſpotleſs ; but fin hath polluted and defiled' them. They had 
friends who loved them ; parents of whom they were the honour 


and the pride ; but that fatal moment in- which they were ſe- 
duced and betrayed, rob'd them of every thing which was dear 
and valuable to them ; their friends, their parents, their beauty, 
their innocence were loſt ; the door was cloſed upon them, and 
they were ſhut out from the manſions of peace, and of mercy. 
Behold them now returning, like the penitent prodigal, with 
ſhame, and confuſion: of face ; their miſeries which were too: 


heavy for them to bear, have driven them to this hoſpitable city . 
of refuge : they are but juſt eſcaped from the gripe of the evil 


one ; ſtretch out a hand. to them, or they will yet periſh. Re- 
ſtore them to their parents, to their innocence, to their God. 


Theſe gates ſtand open but by your munificence ; ſhould they no- 


longer be permitted to: continue here, whither can they go, or 
where can they find. protection ? will any of you admit them 
into your houſes, till they have ſhewn ſome ſigns of amendment, 
till they have. given fome ſecurity for their future conduct.? No ;. 
they muſt again wander through the ſtreets of the city, expoſed 
to the brutality of every midnight reveller, and covering the an- 


euiſh of their ſouls with the poor diſguiſe of conſtrained ſmiles ; 


they muſt again ſupport a wretched exiſtence upon the pre- 


carious and ſcanty wages of public proſtitution. Or, if even- 
that ſhould fail them, without a ſhed to ſhelter them- from the- 

itorm, without a pillow to ſupport their head, worn out by 
famine and diſeaſe, and a ſenſe of their miſeries only ſuſpended. 
by intoxication, they muſt breathe out the ſad” remains of life- 


in ſome ſolitary corner, unknown, unaſſiſted, unlamented, But 


this. 
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this 1s not the worſt ; for they muſt meet a God of purity and 


| holineſs, without any thing to recommend them to his mercy, 


but their ſufferings ; and thoſe, alas ! the conſequences of their 


tranſgrefſion. Think on this, ye who feel for 'the diſtreſs of 


others : prevent this, ye who are able: as you have received 


| theſe children of affliction with kindneſs, ſupport them with 1i- 


berality, and let them not be forced back into that broad way 
which leadeth to deftruftion. The treaſure ſo expended will not 
be loſt; it will return an hundred fold into your boſom ; for by 
promoting the ſalvation of others, you will moſt effeQtually ſe- 


cure your own: you will be ranked among thoſe happy ſpirits 
_ fo whom the judge ſhall ſay in the laſt day, Come ye bleſſed of my 
father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the foundation 


of the world: and when ye ſhall modeſtly decline the merit of 
theſe good works, which ſhall then be imputed to you, you ſhall 


hear from the mouth of your. Redeemer, Verily, 'T ſay unto you, 


in as much as ye have done it to one of the leaſt of theſe my brethren, 
ye have done it unto me. 


And ye, on whoſe account we are here aſſembled ; ye, who 
have eſcaped, I truſt, from the toils of ſin, (for I will not 
diſtreſs you by a painful commemoration of your paſt offences, ) 
ye, I ſay, muſt feel that Chriſt is the only remedy by which the 


bruiſes of the conſcience can be healed, and the wounds of the 


ſpirit afſuaged. If the lame man when reſtored to his ftrength, 
leaped as an hart, and the tongue of the dumb ſung for joy ; what 


'extaly muſt the repenting Magdalen have felt, when, after hav- 
Ing bathed her Saviour's feet with tears, and wiped them with 
the hairs of her head, ſhe heard from his gracious mouth thoſe 


moſt comfortable words, thy fins be forgiven thee? Can we 
be ſurpriſed that | we afterwards find her expreſſing her gra- 


titude 
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titude upon every occaſion ; that ſhe attended him, topether 
with his 'own mother, in the laſt moments of his life; that the 
prepared ſpices and 'ointments to embalm-his body; that ſhe came. 
with all the cagerneſs of affedtion, early i the morning, while it 
was yet dark, to his ſepulcbre ; that the wept, becauſe they had 
taken away. her Lord, 'and fhe knew not where they had laid him ? 
She loved much, becauſe much had been. forgroen her. Ye, who 
like her have offended, learn from her a leflon of repentance : 6 
follow your. bleſſed Lord to 'his 'crofs : attend him thither with. 
contrition, and with faith :. you will be received, like 'the repent- 
ing Mary, into grace and favour ; you will feel 'the anguiſh of. 
your pain fubſide, as the wounded Ifraclites did, when they 


looked up at the typical ſerpent ; your fins will all be. blotted Outs, 
and your miqniries will all-be covered.
